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HORSE SHOW TRASH 





Recently one of the officers of the American Horse Shows Association 
attended a pleasant one day show on the east coast. Classes were well filled. 
the officials knew their job, the exhibitors had fun, but there was one fly 
in the ointment. 

Close to the stands was a caterer’s wagon which dispensed hot dogs, 
french fried potatoes, soft drinks, etc., all in paper containers. Near the 
wagon were two garbage cans which seemed to be ignored bv all those 
who bought any sort of refreshment. Nowhere else was a single trash 
basket to be seen, 

By one o’clock of this somewhat windy day the stands were so full of 
discarded paper containers and left over pieces of food that one could 
hardly sit down without shoving some of this debris aside. There was 
almost an equal amount of litter around the rail, in the stable area and 
along the paths between. 

This situation was bad enough for the spectators. When a gust of 
wind came and blew paper toward the horses at the in-gate it became not 
only annoying but dangerous. Some would shy, making it hazardous for 
handlers and riders, many of them children. The same hazards assailed 
horses going around courses in the ring, creating difficulties for judges, 
exhibitors, riders and their mounts. 

It is suggested that all shows providing food and drink also provide 
plenty of trash baskets and put them, not just adjacent to food and 
drink stands, but throughout the entire premises close to points of con- 
sumption. Signs on the baskets should urge their use. and audible remin- 
ders should frequently be heard over the sound system. 

Many small shows are held on private property. It must be extremely 
discouraging for the caretaker on Monday morning to find that he has a 
job equal to one of the labors of Hercules, cleaning up a mess left by 
people’s carelessness. With a little thought exhibitors and spectators alike 
can make their surroundings much more pleasant at any show. Most peo- 
ple are careful with a coke bottle because they know it can injure a horse, 
but they scatter paper to the four winds. Let’s see if this condition cannot 
be corrected.

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Basic Horsemanship

Dear Sir: 

On my way from Canada to Tryon, I 
stopped off in New York to attend the 
Forum of the P.H.A. which to my surprise 
was on ‘‘Basic Horsemanship”. I have 
been travelling all over the United States, 
showing movies and lecturing on this very 
topic and, consequently, was delighted to 
find this the subject. The Forum included 
five panelists and a moderator. 

To describe basic horsemanship, 
panelist No. 1 spoke of children who sit 
well-schooled horses and look pretty. He 
said they are being pinned over children 
who are capable of riding as well or 
better, but who do not look as pretty. 

Panelist No. 2 discussed European 
shows and the good European riders, and 
said this had been very educational. He 
also mentioned the excellence of their 
courses, 

Then the moderator brought in his 
point: he said a good rider must first be 
relaxed, and this prompted quite a bit of 
discussion about relaxation. 

Panelist No. 3, who lives in the East, 
talked on the stock saddle seat. She said 
the children from the West had more 
chances to win than Eastern children, be- 
cause they had better trained horses and 
better instruction. When Easternchildren, 
who are interested in stock saddle seat, 
ask her about instruction, she always 
suggests they first take lessons from 
saddle seat or hunter seat instructors. 

Panelist No. 4, who discussed the sad- 
dle seat, brought out his version of per- 
fection in this phase of equitation. He 
likes a pretty picture, composed of a 
horse with lots of animation and a cap- 
able rider. 

Panelist No. 5 had not expected basic 
horsemanship to be the topic of the Forum 
and, therefore, preferred to discuss the 
advantages to riders of all ages in fox- 
hunting. He gave, as his opinion, that 
children, as well as adults, have more 
fun and learn more about horses and rid- 
ing when they are foxhunting. This affords 
wonderful sport while learning. 

I have been teaching, lecturing and 
showing movies on basic horsemanship, 
the style of riding of some of the great 
and successful riders of the world, and 
either I have been doing it wrong or I 
misunderstood the panelists. The follow- 
ing describes the methods I have been 
teaching and including in my lectures and 
movies. 

The dictionary defines.“‘basic”’ as the 
foundation. Position is the foundation of

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Left Over From The Derby

Experiences that arouse the emotions 
remain vivid in memory and the more they 
stir the emotions the longer they stay 
alive in the mind. 

Most human beings remember well the 
first marriage, the first airplane ride 
and the first horseback ride - the first 
any kind of ride. 

Even events that occur periodically, 
like birthdays, are outstanding at times 
and some are more conducive to reminis- 
cence than others. 

Any one who goes to Louisville annual- 
ly - when the sun is about halfway between 
the Tropic of Capricorn and the Equator, 
and moving north - is likely to run into 
something that he will recall later - and 
vividly. Most years, so many things happen 
that there is a story left for every re- 
maining month. 

Shortly before the first of May (every 
year) sensitive seismographs all over the 
world register shocks which the delicate 
instruments reveal emanate from the 
Louisville area. 

Tidal waves resulting from these erup- 
tions wash up on the shores of Indiana, 
California, South Africa, North Fork 
(Wyo.) and some other places not so well 
known. 

The eruptions are caused by a bubbling 
substance that is kept under a pile of old 
lumber two miles south of downtown 
Louisville. 

The bubbling substance is Mr. George 
Brown Leach, purveyor of press notices 
for Churchill Downs. 

In the discharge of his duties, Mr. 
Leach is about as bubbling as a man can 
get without gushing. In parts of Kentucky, 
it is believed that the word “‘ebullient’’ 
was invented purely to describe this 
gentleman. 

Mr. Leach’s bubbling generally is quiet 
in character, It seeps in and gets the 
message over effectively and universally. 


Less Restrained 

Mr. Leach’s extra-curricular bubbling 
is more effervescent, It is wild and free, 
but still on the quiet side. When the time 
seems propitious for a practical joke or 
preposterous story, he is quick to step 
up to take his cut, and has demonstrated 
a high degree of effectiveness. 

When an opportunity to be helpful 
arises, Mr. Leach steps forward just as 
eagerly as he would, were he preparing 








to tie a siren bomb onto a friend’s spark 
plug. 

His willingness to cooperate with a soul 
in trouble was brought out a few days 
before the 1960 Derby. 

Mr. Leach was standing before his 
office (under that grand old pile of lumber) 
late one racing afternoon when a losing 
lady chanced by. 

By his proprietary posture, she iden- 
tified him as a member of the Churchill 
Downs organization and one who, undoubt- 
edly, knew the name of the winner of the 
next race. 

‘Please help me,”’ she begged. ‘‘I’ve 
lost practically all my money. I’ve gotta 
have a winner or I can’t go home. Please 
give me a winner.”’ 

Confronted with such. a problem, most 
press agents would have followed con- 
ventional courses. Some would have 
resorted to dignified retreat; others (who 
takes cognizance of betting) would have 
attempted to get the lady off the hook 
through scientific handicapping. 

Mr. Leach’s way was different. 

“Be glad to,’"” he acquiesced, cheer- 
fully. 


New Hope 

Instantly, hope bubbled in the lady’s 
ample heart. (I am assuming that she had 
an ample heart, because she was a very 
ample lady.) 

‘‘Oh, please tell me,”’ she implored. 

‘‘Give me your program,” order Mr. 
Leach. 

The lady gave. The minister of prop- 
aganda grasped the booklet top and bottom 
with both hands and shoved it at arms’ 
length toward the face of the near destitute 
female. 

‘‘Now shut your eyes and stab with 
your middle finger,’’ commanded Mr. 
Leach. 

The woman shut and stabbed. 

“Your finger has indicated the winner 
of the next race, announced the man who 
put the name of ‘‘Hallie Boy” on every 
tongue. “‘For purposes of reference, it is 
designated as No, Six.” 

**Are you sure that horse is going to 
win?” the gambling gal gasped anxiously. 

**He can’t possibly lose,’’ Mr. Leach 
solemnly assured her. 

The lady bit her lip meditatively, look-

Easy Mark 


Aqueduct 

A cool Memorial Day and a star stud- 
ded entry list in the 67th running of The 
Metropolitan drew the biggest crowd ever 
to witness a racing card in New York to 
new Aqueduct. The racing enthusiasts 
numbered 70,410 and they made the mutuel 
machines hum to the tune of $5,560,628, 
another record. A mile race for three- 
year-olds and upwards, with $100,000 it 
produced ten starters and a new track 
record of 1.33 3/5, the fastest mile ever 
run on a New York track. 

The winner, by three and one half 
lengths, was Cain Hoy Stable’s homebred 
Bald Eagle, ridden by Manuel Ycaza. 
Meadow Stable’s First Landing was sec- 
ond; Ada L, Rice’s Talent Show, third, 
a neck further back; and Brookmeade 
Stable’s Sword Dancer, fourth, three parts 
of a length behind Talent Show. The order 
of finish for the other six in the field 
was: P, L. Grissom’s Im Willing; W. A. 
Hanger’s Whitley; Elkham Stable’s Atoll; 
Mrs. E, D, Jacobs’ Promised Land; Ken- 
Love Farm’s Amber Morn; and Mrs. 
Ethel L, Price’s Maryland champion Yes 
You Will. 

Bald Eagle is a 5-year-old bay horse 
by *Nasrullah out of the Tiger mare, 
Siama, bred by Harry F. Guggenheim (Cain 
Hoy Stable), W. C. Stephens trains him. 
His record-breaking day brought him 
$73,130. 


Garden State Park 
Garden State Park revived The Jersey 
Derby, America’s oldest derby dating 


back to 1864, on Monday, May 30. The 
first running of the revival had a purse of 
$100,000 added for the six three-year- 
olds who left the barrier in the one and 
one-eighth miles stakes run at scale 
weights of 126 pounds. It wound up in a 
thrilling two horse race between Turf- 
land’s Bally Ache and C, V. Whitney’s 
Tompion. Bally Ache got the lead after 
he left the gate and hung on grimly to 
withstand, by a neck, Tompion’s bid for 
the fat end of the purse. In third place, 
six lengths back, was GreenDunes Stable’s 
*Celtic Ash and the fourth horse was 
Sunny Blue Farm’s Venetian Way. The time 
for the 1 1/8 miles was 1.49, overa slop- 
py track. 

Bally Ache is a bay colt by *Ballydam- 
Celestial Blue, by Supremus, bred by the 
Gaines Bros. H, J, Pitt is the trainer and 
Bobby Ussery was in the saddle. The $77, 
995, net value of the purse put Bally Ache 
in eleventh position in the standings of 
leading money-winning horses, witha total 
of $764,204, 

A crowd of $50,477 was on hand for the 
race, 


Belmont Park 

Belmont Park opened a 26 day meeting 
on June 1, featuring the 46th running of 
The Edgemere Handicap. The stakes race 
was run at one and three-eighth miles 
over the Widener Turf Course. It was 
for 3-year-olds and upward and carried a 
purse of $25,000 added. Ten started and 
the length of one horse separated the 
first five finishers. J. S. Kroese’s *North 
Pole II won it by a head over Mrs. J. R. 
Clark II’s KingO’ Turf. Llangollen Farm’s 
Crasher was a nose inback of King O” Turf 
for show money and aneck infrontof F. A. 
Clark’s Hannah’s Hill, who finished fourth. 
Cain Hoy Stable’s One-Eyed King, the 
favorite and a full brother to Bald Eagle, 
was nosed out for fourth place. The win- 
ner’s time for the 1 3/8 miles was 2.15. 

*North Pole II is a grey 5-year-old 
colt by Arctic Prince-Ash Plant, by 
Nepenthe, bred in France by Lord Harring- 
ton. Eugene Jacobs trained him and Sammy 
Boulmetis was the saddlesmith. It was 
*North Pole II’s first stakes winning per- 
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formance and brought him a net of $18, 
550. 


The Top Flight 

The 2lst running of the Top Flight, 
$50,000 added, drew ten fillies and mares, 
three and up, at Belmont Park, Saturday, 
June 4. A handicap stakes at one and one- 
sixteenth miles, W. B. MacDonald, Jr.’s 
Royal Native was assigned the top weight 
of 126 pounds and was the choice of the 
investors. She did not disappoint her back- 
ers and Willie Hartack rode her to a one 
and one-half length triumph over R, N, 
Webster’s Quill. C. V. Whitney’s Bug 
Brush was third and Mrs. E, D. Jacobs’ 
Hope is Eternal, fourth. The winning time 
was 1.43 over a fast track. 

Royal Native is a 4-year-old chestnut 
filly, by *Royal Charger out of Native Gal, 
which is by *Sir Gallahad III, R. W. Mc- 
Ilvain bred her. P, F, Gacicia saddled 
her up and the effort was worth $36,385 
net to her connections. Royal Native now 
has a bank roll of $255,081. 


Delaware Park 

The main event at Delaware Park on 
Memorial Day was the 3rd running of The 
Blue Hen, a five furlongs allowance stakes 
for two-year-old fillies, with a purse of 
$10,000 added. Twelve juvenile fillies fac- 
ed starter George R. Palmer. Mrs. J. F. 
McGavock’s Baby Kiki put on a burst of 
speed in the stretch drive to overtake 
Mrs. L, E, Seba’s Dixafilly which had led 
from the gate, but lost the race by a 
half length. A head further back was 
Bonnie Heath’s Sandyjean. The fourth 
filly was J. W. Kane’s Belle Breeze. The 
winning time was .58 3/5 over a fast 
track, 

Baby Kiki is a chestnut daughter of Air 
Hero-Peseta, by Silver Horde, bred by 
J. F. McGavock. D, C, Harrison was the 
winning trainer and C, Shaw was up. Baby 
Kiki went into the race as a maiden and 
pocketed $8,625 for her first stakes run. 


Brandywine Turf Handicap 

Delaware Park featured the 23rd run- 
ning of the Brandywine Turf Handicap on 
its racing card of Saturday, June 4. The 
handicap stakes had a purse of $20,000 
added for the 3-year-olds and upwards 
who were asked to go a mile and one 
sixteenth. 

C. M. Kline’s *Mystic Il wore down 
Eurasia, owned by Greentree Stable to 
finish a half of a length in front for the 
top part of the purse. Shoestring Stable’s 
Ashlar was third and J, C, Hauer’s Little 
Fritz got the fourth division of the purse. 
The time for the 1 1/16 miles was 1.43 
3/5 over a soft course. 

*Mystic Il is a 5-year-old bay horse 
by Relic out of Tosca, by Tourbillon, bred 
by F. Dupre in France. Jockey A, 
Chambers rode him and Morris Dixon, Sr. 
put the saddle on. The net value of the 
winner’s share of the purse was $17,650.

Guineas’ week at the Curragh was 
surely American week, with ambassador 
to Ireland, Scott McLeod and his lady, 
looking after the well-fare of his country- 
men and women, Mr. Townsend B, Martin 
saw his Exchange Student take second place 
in the Irish 2000 guineas behind the 
favorite, Kythnos, while third place went 
to Arctic Sea, owned by Mr. C, M. Kline, 
also of the USA. However, Kythnos 
(Nearula-Capital Issue) won this race ina 
common canter and must now be seriously 
fancied for the Epsom Derby. He is owned 
by the brothers More O’Ferrall, trained 
by Prendergast. 

In the Irish 1000 guineas we had an 
all-American finish with Mrs. Anne 
Biddle’s Zenobia (Sayajirao-Persian 
View) shortheading Mrs. Parker Poe’s 
good filly, Young Empress, in a photo. As 
will be judged by the picture, this was 
a most exciting race with less than a 
length dividing the first four. I am afraid 
Mrs. M. A. Moore (present) was dis- 
appointed with the showing of her Native 


ARGENTINE RACING RIOT 

Writing in ‘‘The Morning Telegraph”’, 
columnist Hugh Lyall says: ‘“The crowd, 
not the horses, made the main headlines 
the week-end of February 27. At the La 
Plata provincial track the meeting was 
suspended after the running of the third 
race, Rails were torn up along the home- 
stretch, the judges’ box was wrecked, and 
police with drawn swords pursued angry 
stone-throwing fans into nearby bars and 
the railroad station. The damage was so 
extensive that it is estimated the track 
will not be ready for racing again in 
less than a month, 

‘‘All this happened because the 
stewards disqualified the favorite who won 
the third race after leading all the way. 
This winner, Tirteo, is a second-class 
animal with an in-and-out record. News 
leaking out that he would surely win and 
money was poured on him, That news 
was accurate. He went into the lead fol- 
lowed by Galgo Ruso. The latter’s jockey, 
apprentice P, Prieto, rode a bad race. 
He made repeated efforts to get on the 
rails, but there was not room, so he

Dancer filly, Courbette, who finished out 
of the money and ran badly. It is just 
that this filly does not reproduce her 
training form on the racecourse, so far. 
Courbette, started favorite at 5 to 4, while 
the winner and runner-up were at long- 
odds. Then we saw Neil McCarthy’s Honey- 
way two-year-old, Typhoon, romp home. I 
forecast a big future for this youngster, 
later. There was adverse American 
criticism that John McShain’s Derby hope, 
Die Hard, did not compete in the Guineas, 
but he and other Irish three-year-olds, 
such as Lustrous Hope, Tulyartos and 
Alcaeus, winner at Chester, were in 
reserve for the big Epsom classic, June 
1, The questions went on and on. The only 
gloom at the meeting, caused by the 
*‘setting down”’ of trainer Vincent O’Brien, 
a most unfortunate affair, and one in which 
I fully believe he is personally entirely 
blameless. Philip deBurgh O’Brien 





pulled to the outside. He made no im- 
pression on Tirteo who won easily by a 
couple of lengths. The offical verdict was 
half a length. Jockey Prieto then claimed 
he had been persistently balked by Tirteo 
who was promptly disqualified. 

“Press and public believed the ste- 
wards were wrong. Crowds jumped the 
rails and began to tear them down, Paving 
slabs were pulled up, broken and used as 
missiles to wreck every bit of glass in sight. 
The handful of police were impotent and al- 
so were stoned by the angry mob, Tear gas 
had no effect. Police horses fell to the 
ground and finally dismounted cops ran 
around with their swords while still under a 
hail of stones thrown in the streets around 
the track. Nothing like this has been seen 
in the racing world in the last quarter of a 
century. In the earlier days of Argentina 
racing, the burning of a stable and battles 
with the police were not uncommon.” 
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MEXICO’S TOP JOCKEY 

Hot jockey at the Hipodromo de las 
Americas track is Panamanian Guillermo 
Sanchez who regularly rewards his fol- 
lowers with 2 to 4 winners on each card, 
Sanchez is not always on favorties, and 
this makes him popular, for he is always 
trying to get the best out of his mount. 
This has resulted in some surprise wins, 
like that of Great Grant who won the 
Ciudad Victoria Prize in a 6 furlong 
contest a few weeks back. Mutuals paid 
off 44 pesos ($3.52) for each 10 pesos 
(80 cents) ticket. 

On this same card Sanchez brought 
in Mark Ator in the second race, Slip- 
stick in the third, Escultora in the Sth 
and Great Grant in the 6th. 

On the card featuring the Americas 
Handicap, Sanchez again brought in four 
winners: Andytown in third race; Destiny 
Kay in fourth; Rio Colorado, 6th and U. S. 
Melody in the 8th. 


GOVERNMENT COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDS HELP TO RACING 

The Committee established by the 
British Home Secretary under the Chair- 
manship of Sir Leslie Peppiatt to advise 
on the question of whether money bet off 
the course in England should be made to 
pay a levy to horse racing, has decided 
that it should. It is now hoped by horse- 
men that this recommendation will be 
incorporated into the forth-coming Gambl- 
ing Bill. 

The Jockey Club, controlling body of 
English racing, asked for an annual con- 
tribution of 3 million pounds to be con- 
tributed by the bookmakers. The Com- 
mittee considered that this figure was too 
high and in turn recommended a sum of 
about 1 1/4 million pounds. A suggested 
break-down of this figure was that 500,000 
-750,000 should be spent on improvements 
to tracks, 250,000 to increase prize money, 
and 100,000 for veterinary science and 
breeding. These figures were, however, 
recorded as nothing more than a guide 
and the Committee suggested that the 
distribution should be entirely left to a 
Central Board to be established in connec- 
tion with the levy. 

It was suggested that the sum of rather 
under 1 1/4 million should be raised on a 
sliding scale according to the profits of 
each firm over the year. 

Even if the recommendation are in- 
corporated into the Bill, it is unlikely 
that any money will be forthcoming until 
1962. However, a most salutary principle 
has at last been established and even if 
the sum is smaller than was hoped, it 
should be a major factor in halting the 
decline on the English Turf, where ex- 
penses have far outrun the rewards that 
can be received in keeping horses in 
training.

FAIR BOARDS BOW OUT OF WESTERN 
CANADA RACING GROUP 

In a surprise move recently the Fair 
Boards from the cities of Calgary, Edmon- 
ton, Regina and Saskatoon resigned from 
the Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders Rac- 
ing Association. ‘‘Unfettered control" of 
racing in Alberta and Saskatchewan was the 
reason put forward by horsemen regarding 
the action of the Fair Boards, and that 
they also planned to appoint their own 17- 
man commission to run the sport. The 
move was welcomed coldly by the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion (Prairie Division) and disapproval was 
voiced by their president, Lucien Maynard, 
one time Alberta attorney-general. Pre- 
vious to the resignation of the Fair Boards, 
the PTBRA commission was composed of 
two members from each of the four afore- 
mentioned Boards, two from Winnipeg’s 
Assiniboia Downs, one from the HBPA, 
one from the Thoroughbred association, 
and five members at large, of which three 
were directors of various fair associations 
and groups. 

Since of this 17-man board, 11 were 
directly connected with the fairs, it would 
appear that they had practical control of 
racing within the two provinces under the 
old set-up. Mr. Maynard, at an informal 
meeting of horsemen in Calgary's Agri- 
culture Building to discuss the new move, 
is that the Fair Boards want unfettered 
control of racing, without risking examin- 
ation by others. Possibly they didn’t wel- 
come the criticism offered by others.”

SOUTH AMERICAN DERBY 

The 3rd South American Derby was 
run on May Ist in beautiful weather and 
almost normal underfoot conditions, gath- 
ering a field of eleven colts, including one 
Argentine contender, the fairly good Jet 
(by Again by Foxhunter), Nothing could 
stop or interfere with the unbeaten Sao 
Paulo champion Farwell, who took the lead 
and was never headed, in spite of the 
gameness of Rio de Janeiro’s champion 
Hyperio, who trailed him all the way. 
Jet lay third behind .Hyperio, but in the 
run for home he was overpowered and 
finished unplaced. Farwell was only slight- 
ly extended in the finish, to win com- 
fortably from Hyperio, with Zuido (by 
Swallow Tail) third, and Arlechino (by 
Radar) fourth. It should be ‘noted that 
Hyperio carried one kilo more than re- 
quired, and that, as he was supposed to 
be a miler, his performance over 2400 
metres was outstanding. This gives all 
the more credit to Farwell, who has 
now won twelve races, with no serious 
opponents yet in sight. Whatever doubts 
were entertained about the true standing 
of Farwell, were definitely dispelled after 
the result of the South American Derby. 


BOSTON BAKER 

With so many horrible and unsuitable 
names which have been hung on Thorough- 
breds lately, it is quite a relief to see 
such an appropriate one as that borne by 
Joe Gavegnano’s three-year-old Boston 
Baker. 

Mr. Gavegnano used to live and operate 
his Day Square bakery in East Boston 
only a furlong or so from Suffolk Downs, 
Now he lives somewhere else, but he still 
operates the bakery in the same place, 

And just to make the colt’s name 
really appropriate, Boston Baker is among 
the 16 horses which represent Mr. 
Gavegnano’s racing string, all of which 
will be shipped to Suffolk Downs for its 
spring meeting. This is the first time in 
15 years that the Boston baker has brought 
his full complement of runners to Suffolk. 

You may recall that Mr. Gavegnano is 
the owner of the very fast Errard King, 
winner of $317,000. Some of the get of that 
one are among those that Mr. Gavegnano 
is now racing. R, J. Clark 
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FIND AT 10 STILL LOVES TO RUN 
In this day of large purses and around 
-the-calendar racing it’s rarely that you 
see a horse of stakes calibre competing 
after the age of five. The high cost of 
stable upkeep compels owners to keep their 
stars in training twelve months of the year 
and travel them from coast to coast in 
order to fill stakes engagements. Con- 
sequently after three or four seasons 
a horse is raced out, if he is not broken 
down, and retired to green pastures. 
There is always, however, the ex- 
ception to the rule and in this case it’s 
Find, a 10-year-old gelding belonging 
to Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. This dur- 
able son of Discovery-Stellar Role is 
still at it, taking on younger rivals and 
giving a good account of himself. Recent- 
ly he ran a mile in 1:35 at Hollywood 
Park to win an allowance event, increas- 
ing his all-time earnings to $775,501. 
At the present writing Find stands 
ninth on the list of all-time money win- 
ners and is just $9,739 shy of Native 
Dancer’s mark of $785,240, First money 
in a $15,000 stake or fourth place in a 
$100,000 race would put him over the 
mark of his more illustrious stable-mate. 
Obviously, the goal that Vanderbilt is 
seeking with Find is the all-time money- 
winning mark for a gelding, now held by 
Calumet Farm’s Armed with $817,475. 
Vanderbilt, however, is not pushing the 
aged veteran, 


**He’ll make the Decision” 

“If the old boy didn’t love to run,” 
said Vanderbilt, ‘‘I’d retire him in a 
minute, But, he doesn’t seem to be los- 
ing any of his competitiveness and he’s 
remarkably sound, He’ll make the deci- 
sion when he wants to quit.”’ 

Find was unraced as a two-year-old 
and came to the races at three. Although 
he won nine of his 14 starts, including 
the Ohio Derby, the Grey Lag and the 
Empire City Handicap he had to take a 
back seat to his more illustrious stable- 
mates, Native Dancer and Social Outcast. 

At four he became a road horse, 
travelling to California to win the San 
Carlos and running second in the Wash- 
ington’s Birthday. He was sidelined dur- 
ing his five-year-old season because of 
injuries but bounced back the following 
year to finish in the money in 19 of his 
22 starts, including victories in the New 
Orleans Handicap, the Excelsior and the 
Narragansett Special. 

Probably his best year was as a seven- 
year-old in which he won the Hollywood 





Premiere, the Inglewood, the American 
and Sunset Handicaps. In addition he 
finished second in the Washington Park 
and was third in six other stakes for earn- 
ings that season of $234,550. 

It was during that season that Trainer 
Bill Winfrey remarked: ‘‘Find is as good 
now as he ever was. He hasn’t found out 
that he’s 7-years-old.”” 

Although he hasn’t won a stakes in the 
last two years Find was still good enough 
at eight to finish second in the San Pas- 
qual and John B. Campbell Handicap, and 
to be runnerup last year to Hillsdale in 
the American Handicap and Hollywood 
Gold Cup. 

His overall record to date shows 91 
Starts, 21 wins, 22 seconds, and 22 thirds. 
Only one horse, Stymie with 131 starts, 
on the top-money winning list has raced 
more. 


TOO MUCH ICE CREAM? 

When I was a little kid, I used to wish 
I could work behind the counter of the local 
ice cream shop, Well, one day it was ar- 
ranged that I could work there (or atleast 
be behind the counter) on my birthday. By 
ten-thirty in the morning, I had eaten so 
much ice cream and drunk so much soda 
pop that I couldn’t get outside fast enough. 
What’s that to do with Thoroughbred rac- 
ing? I'll tell you. 

The first $100,000 race runinAmerica 
was the International Special in which 
Kentucky Derby winner, Zev, was match- 
ed with Epsom Derby winner, Papyrus, at 
Belmont in 1923, Zev won by five lengths. 
The first regularly scheduled race in 
North America with $100,000 added was the 
Coffroth Handicap at the old Agua Caliente 
track in 1928, And that wasn’t even in the 
United States: it was about three miles 
south of the border. It also carried $100, 
000 added money in 1929 and then it fell 
victim to the financial crisis. Anyway, the 
Coffroth was the one and only. Know how 
many $100,000 races there are scheduled 
for 1960? Thirty-nine. 

So what’s that have to do with eating 
ice cream and drinking soda pop? If you 
have enough of anything, it loses its signi- 
ficance, It has become so that a $100,000 
race is sort of run-of-the-mill. A major 
track has to have at least one of them to 
be a major track and on some of the big- 
ger days in American racing there are 
several $100,000 races being run on the 
same day. Consequently, in order to make 
headlines, a track has to add $150,000 as 
the management has done for The Preak- 
ness or the management has to come up 
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with one of those things like The Garden 
State wherein the gross purse runs overa 
quarter of a million dollars with the owners 
putting up most of it. This is getting out of 
hand, The huge sums make too easy a target 
for politicians to shoot at and the money 
could better be spent on spreading it around 
among the allowance horses so there 
wouldn’t be so many five-horse fields in 
the minor races. 
If I were the management of Pimlico, 
I’d reduce the added money for The Preak- 
ness to $50,000. I'll bet they would still get 
the same quality field they get now be- 
cause any horse with championship preten- 
tions just Cannot pass up The Preakness 
even if it were run as a true sweepstake 
with only a small stake coming entirely 
from the reasonable fees supplied by the 
owners, Same with The Kentucky Derby 
and The Belmont. They are classics so 
they are gold-plated per se and don’t 
need the added money to give them quality, 
R, J. Clark, 


BARN 13 

Bearding the lion in his den has been 
considered since ancient times as good 
a way as any of getting slapped down. 
(How do you “‘beard” a lion, anyway?) 

Well, trainer Elliot Burch bearded the 
lion just about as boldly as anybody could 
and then he turned around and stomped on 
Old Man Fate’s toes and tweaked his nose 
as well, just for good luck. Know what Mr. 
Burch did? He moved Sword Dancer into 
Barn 13 at Aqueduct, which is the self 
same one in which Warfare chipped a bone 
in his ankle, causing him to miss the 
classics and leading to his eventual retire- 
ment. 

And it worked out just dandy too. 
Sword Dancer stepped out of Barn 13 onto 
the Aqueduct racing surface and wonhim- 
self the $60,000 added Grey Lag Handicap 
for his only good race this year. Eddie 
Arcaro said this was the first time since 
1959 that he asked the colt for something 
and got it. 

I guess Elliot Burch isn’t the super- 
stitious type.

Italian Derby winner Rio Marin have been 
entered in Rome. The race carries 20,000 
pounds in added money and costs 200 to 
run. 

Foremost of the four year olds are the 
Derby winner Parthia and thedual Classic 
winner Petite Etoile, Prince Aly Khan’s 
filly who headed the Free Handicap last 
year. Other notables of the same age are 
the Queen’s fine colt Above Suspicion and 
John McShain’s Irish St. Leger winner

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KEENELAND SALES 

Three-hundred twenty-two yearlings 
will be offered at public auction at the 
seventeenth annual Keeneland Summer 
Sale to be conducted July 25-27 by the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. 

At last year’s auction, three-hundred 
three youngsters brought $3,534,300, for 
an average of $11,665. 

Approximately 700 yearlings were en- 
tered for this year’s vendue, with the 322 
now being cataloged surviving the pedigree 
and conformation examinations. 

Of this year’s lot, 190 are colts and 
132 are fillies. 

The auction will include afternoon and 
evening sessions on each of the three 
days. 

The 99 consignments range in size all 
the way from Leslie Combs II’s 28 entries 
to 46 one-horse consignors. 

Following the Combs contingent in 
number is Warner L, Jones, Jr.’s 19- 
horse consignment.

These 
two aforementioned items, together witha 
generous showing of personal courage, can 
produce winners over better horses, guid- 
ed by men with less quality in head and 
heart.”’ 

It is not known whether the jockey 
brought his mount in after that eloquent 
advice, but it’s quite possible he was still 
trying to figure what the boss was talking 
about all the way to the finish line.

500 words of detailed riding instructions. 
The jock’s horse ran well out of the money 
and an hour or so after the race he re- 
ceived another wire from the owner. It 
read: ‘‘Just heardthe results. What hap- 
pened?” 

Promptly the jockey fired back this 
wire: ‘“The race was amile anda quarter. 
Guess I just ran out of instructions.” E.O. 


OWEEKIN 

Maybe you have noticed the name of one 
of the animals running for Greentree. It 
is Oweekin. 

It sounds as ifthe owners perhaps woke 
with bad hangovers one morning and the 
first word uttered was Oweekin. Or maybe

MOVABLE STARTING GATE 

Lou Smith of Rockingham Park, whois 
never loath to pioneer, plans to experi- 
ment with the Starting Gate now being 
used at the harness meeting at his Salem, 
N. H. oval. Lou’s plans were not com- 
plete, but while he may not use the gate 
during the actual racing at the flat meeting 
at Rockingham in all probability he will 
at least give it a try during the morning 
hours. It will be recalled that Lou Smith 
spent a great deal of money building a 
Moveable Starting Gate from a plandrawn 
up by Billy Mills, the Starter at Santa 
Anita, Suffolk Downs, and Del Mar. It 
was used during the 1951 summer meeting 
at Rockingham Park, but was a cumber- 
some kind of a contraption built around a 
huge caterpillar tractor and did not prove 
as practical in operation as it looked on 


Paper. 
The late E, C. Smith of Tulsa, an oil 
derrick rigging manufacturer who 


pioneered in the development of the type 
of starting gate now used at the harness 
races, spent thousands of dollars advertis- 
ing his gate in Thoroughbred publications 
without inducing any of the Thoroughbred 
tracks to give it a startas far as we know.

Oxmoor Hunt Races 
Carter W. Brown 


The morning of May 28 presaged an- 
other wet day of racing for the rain- 
plagued Oxmoor meeting at Louisville, 
Ky. However, shortly afternoon the drizzle 
reluctantly stopped and left heavy over- 
cast and cool air which, together with 
perfect footing, made for ideal racing con- 
ditions. The estimated crowd of 2,500 
was under the usual attendance, no doubt 
due to the morning rain, 

H. M. Rhett, Jr’s Coriander, winner of 
The Midwest Hurdles at Camden in March, 
made off with the first brush offering by 
handling three opponents in easy style. He 
went the about two miles of The Glenview 
in 4:19 1/5. “Jiggs” Baldwin allowed him 
to coast behind the early pace of Light 
Skin, Aarraabb and Tom Green in a 
closely bunched field until the half way 
point where he moved to the front and 
drew out an easy fifteen length winner 
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over the final five fences. Light Skin, 
giving up his marginal pace setting lead, 
bobbled badly three fences out and could 
not withstand the even-going Aarraabb, 
who bested him for second by four lengths. 
Afterwards, it was discovered that Light 
Skin had bowed, certainly explaining his 
rather sudden change inform. Tom Green, 
after a good early effort near the pace, 
could not handle the second mile and was a 
soundly beaten fourth. 

Burford Danner’s good old campaigner 
Jamaica Boy repeated his 1958 victory in 
winning The Beargrass at about three 
miles over timber and his rightly proud 
owner said he would probably retire the 
little horse from racing. If so, he retires 
completely sound and will continue to carry 
his master to The Traders Point Hounds, 
of which Mr. Danner is both M,F.H, and 
huntsman, 

Louisville’s Ned Bonnie had the ride 
in The Beargrass and each half of this 
winning combination treated the other with 
respect and understanding. They made 
each fence a winning one and were twelve 
lengths to the good of Charlie Brown at the 
finish. Charlie Brown and owner-trainer- 
rider Joe Mangione, in a style that is 
rapidly becoming a pattern for them, stayed 
well back in the four horse field for two 
turns of the course and then moved past 
the tiring Power Haven and Rahe in the 
final circuit, but could get no closer to 
the winner than the mentioned twelve 
lengths. Power Haven had been runner-up 
to Jamaica Boy for a mile and a half, 
pursuing him from six to eight lengths 
back, and then faltered badly to be finally 
overtaken by owner-trainer-rider “‘Buzz” 
Short on Rahe. 

Rider Alan Dufton made it two wins 
for himself in as many years as did trainer 
Tom Rankin in the featured Oxmoor 
Steeplechase of some two and a half miles 
over the nicely constructed brush course. 
The balance of the winning team includes 
Mr. A. J. Long and his good but oddly 
named Supholaz, who under the same 
handling had two weeks earlier won The 
Frost Steeplechase at the Iroquois meet- 
ing. Four other contenders faced starter 
and ex-amateur rider Howard Tilson and 
were soon flying off to the first fence with 
Supholaz leading a closely bunched field, 
Litigate was furthest from the pace at the 
first, jumped badly and lost Jerry Hey in 
the process. 

The remaining four including, besides 
the winner, Billy Bob, Baron Ford and 
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Hindrance made a very exciting contest of 
it, with Supholaz maintaining a slight lead 
and the outcome in doubt all the way to the 
wire. At the next to last fence the cal] 
was Supholaz by two lengths, Baron Ford 
by one half length, Billy Bob by one and 
Hindrance. Turning for home and the last 
fence Supholaz drew out slightly and with 
all safely over the last fence he looked a 
winner by several lengths. However, Paddy 
Neilson on Billy Bob began ‘‘scrubbing” 
hard as did all the riders and in the run- 
in Billy Bob responded best of all to get 
within three quarters of a length of 
Supholaz at the wire. Five lengths back 
Baron Ford was third with a three and one 
half length advantage over Hindrance, 

The Oldham County Hounds Hunt Team 
Race, brainchild of Lowry Watkins, has 
since its inception a few years ago proved 
an unusual and interesting affair. This year 
two teams of three competed, one repre- 
senting Louisville and one representing 
Cincinnati. The ladies, one from each 
team, start a minute before the men to 
negotiate the about two and one half miles 
of timber and again this year Miss Nonnie 
Steer on her own Sir Winston won for Cin- 
cinnati, beating Mrs. Frank Faulkner a 
scant margin. Bunbeg and Lou Prince of 
Cincinnati, after loosing and regaining the 
course, came on four fences out to over- 
come the disadvantage and win from Stuart 
Dalton. This gave Cincinnati forty-five 
points and Louisville the same for their 
place and show sports. However, the third 
Cincinnati member Francis Tytus took a 
hard fall from Step And Go at the second 
fence with a resulting collar bone fracture 
and the rules are that in case of a tie the 
team with the most finishers wins. Thus, 
Louisville was awarded the laurels. 

Two other non-sanctioned races, both 
for children, completed the card. Clifton 
R. Nichols on Thunder took the dash for 
small ponies and ‘“‘Porky’’ Monroe on 
Stormy took the dash for larger ponies,

President’s Cup Series 


The Eglinton Hunt’s spring competi- 
tions for members and subscribers com- 
menced on May 18 in the early evening 
at the Club’s show grounds, Willowdale, 
Ontario, Canada. 

Horses were judged as Working Hunt- 
ers; the feature events being for the 
Senior President’s Cup and the Junior 
President’s Cup with ribbon points to be 
totalled at the completion of the three 
competitions to decide the trophy winners. 

The President’s Cup Series used to 
be for performance jumping and was in- 
troduced at Eglinton when the Master’s 
Shield competitions were changed over to 
Working Hunter conditions. At one time the 
Master’s Shield, introduced by the late 
George W. Beardmore, M.F.H., founder 
of the Eglinton Hunt, was a 12 weeks 
affair running throughout the winter 
months when Eglinton had its arena at its 
former location in Toronto, Then it was one 
of the most important competitions in 
Canada, being the winter training for 
riders and horses of the Canadian Military 
Jumping Team, the foremost open jumpers 
of the time in Ontario, and many show 
stables. In those days over 100 horses 
could be stabled at Eglinton with many 
coming in for the weekly competitions 
with usually 20 to 30 entries for each 
event of which there were four - the Senior 
Shield, the Junior Shield, the Junior Junior 
for less advanced youngsters, and an 
event open to professional riders. Cir- 
cumstances and changing times have 
necessitated shortening and changing con- 
ditions. Owners of the top open jumpers 
are no longer associated with Eglinton 
and as the competitions have always been 
for the enjoyment of members of the 
Hunt, recent years make it now appropriate 
to have conditions for Working Hunters, 
The Master’s Shield competitions are 
held in the early fall (the original Master’s 
Shields were lost in a fire some years 
ago) and the spring competitions are 
known as the President’s Cup Series.

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Smithtown Hunt’s 
Hunter Test 


Held on the eminently suitable grounds 
of Equitation Lodge, The Smithtown Hunt’s 
four phase complete test of a hunter, at- 
tracted so much more interest than last 
year among hunt members that it was 
confined to their group and had sufficient 
entries to warrant offering both anelemen- 
tary and intermediate division. Actually, 
the entries had to be limited to 12 in each 
division because of the time consuming 
nature of the test. 

The program ride, held in the ring, was 
meant to demonstrate the horse’s free 
forward movement, calmness and obe- 
dience. There was no desire to see col- 
lection or extreme precision, It was a 
simple test with performance ateach gait, 
ordinary transitions, trotting over a low 
fences and cantering over several low 
fences etc. 

The working hunter class was judged 
under the regular conditions, even pace, 
consistent style etc. The cross country 
was somewhat the same with the addition 
of walking periods to demonstrate calm- 
ness. The horses were also scored for 
their ability to finish without obviously 
tiring. 

In the group phase with hounds, a 
drag line was laid and the entrants fol- 
lowed hounds. Each horse was given 80 
points and had points removed for each 
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offense seen by the judges. Since several 
horses retained their points, no ribbons 
were awarded in this class. 

The classification of elementary and 
intermediate was left to the exhibitors, 
except that horses that competed last 
year had to go into intermediate. As a 
consequence the elementary had an as- 
sortment of horses, some strictly green, 
some which had been showing for several 
years, and some which had been hunting 
for several years. 

In the green category, was the elemen- 
tary champion, Celia Rumsey’s Bimbay, 
who is in his first year of showing and 
hunting. The beautiful moving T.B, was 
first in the program ride, performed con- 
sistently in the working and the cross 
country and went like the most seasoned 
of hunters in the group class to retain his 
80 points. 

Reserve elementary was Tiger, rid- 
den by Skipper Lauinger, a dependable 
little horse, who has been used for a 
number of years by the Thomas School 
to give youngsters their first jumping 
lessons. 

The majority of the horses in the in- 
termediate phase had had a number of 
seasons of hunting with the Smithtown 
pack to their credit. There was little 
surprise when Lynn Wanamaker’s Trade 
Winds acquired the most points in this 
section. The bay gelding is the most con- 
sistent of jumpers who does everything 
asked of him in the calmest manner. 
Reserve for the second year was the 
Thomas School’s good child’s hunter, 
Peppermint, ridden by Sue Jolly.

Craig Wadsworth 
Gentleman Horseman 


The death of Craig Wadsworth on 
Friday, May 20th, brings to a close an 
era of horsemanship which included many 
successes and triumphs. Mr. Wadsworth 
was a thorough sportsman. He trained, 
rode, raced, hunted, played polo and when 
these things became physically impossible 
he followed with great interest all horse 
activity in the Genesee Valley. 

Craig Wadsworth started his equine 
career on the beach of Dinard, France as 
a youngster of six years. He rode without 
a saddle and bridle under the close super- 
vision of a French’ officer. At a command 
from the officer the horse would suddenly 
reverse and more often than not, the small 
boy would find himself on the ground. 
Needless to say, the proper balance was 
soon achieved. 

In 1881 Craig Wadsworth returned to 
his native America and attended a school 
in Washington. His home was in the 
Genesee Valley where he and his brother 
were given ponies. To gallop and to jump 
was a first love for young Wadsworth as 
he quickly organized three couples of 
beagles into the Big Tree Hunt. He was 
the Master, the Whipper-in and the field 
and he had a marvelous time of it - until 
he was able to hunt with the Genesee 
Valley Hunt several years later. 

Pony races were the first type of or- 
ganized racing in which he took part - he 
was most successful. In 1892 he attended 
Harvard and the same year bought Inde- 
pendence Day. This gelding by Merimac 
was a real phenomenon. He was first ob- 


served between the shafts of a baker wagon. 
The observer liked his type and asked 
the driver if he could be bought. The sale 
was made and Independence Day was 
brought to a farm in Warrenton. He show- 
ed great speed and was a winner on the 
tracks at the local fairs. Mr. Wadsworth 
bought him and had him shipped to William 
Hayes who put him into training as a 
‘chaser and a hurdler. In this double cap- 
acity this gelding made a name for him- 
self. He was barely over a pony in size, 
but raced and won against the really top 
horses of that era. His endurance was re- 
markable - at Pimlico he won the hurdle 
race and the steeplechase the same after- 
noon. Another time he won the high jump- 
ing contest at a show in Long Island and 
then went on to win a two-mile hurdle 
race in the afternoon. 

Independence Day was the first horse 
of a long succession of good race horses; 
as a jockey Mr. Wadsworth’s skill and 
courage was legendary. 

In 1901 he reduced his string to two 
horses as he was serving in Teddy Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders. In 1902 he was 
secretary of the Embassy in London and 
he entered a horse in the Grand National, 
very nearly winning with Portlight II. 

When Mr. Wadsworth was transferred 
to the Legation at Tehran, Persia, he found 
a jockey club actively racing. So he got to- 
gether a stable consisting of a pure Turco- 
man and a Russian Thoroughbred loaned to 
him by the German minister. Among the 
trophies gained there was the Shah’s Cup. 

Mr. Wadsworth’s diplomatic career 
during the next years curtailed his activi- 
ties with steeplechasers, but he was a 
member of the American Freebooter, a 
most successful polo team. 

When Mr. Wadsworth retired, he came 
back to the Valley to live. His house was 
almost a museum of racing recollections 
and personalities, each had a wonderful 
story which was always well told, Yet, 
with all his own personal triumphs, he was 
an exceedingly modest man. He always 
contended that racing and riding had im- 
proved steadily since his racing days and 
followed the activities of young riders with 
great interest. One had to take time to 
know Craig Wadsworth and a visit with him 
was a great pleasure. The conversation 
was always fascinating, the tempo serene, 
and the atmosphere most congenial. He will 
be very sadly missed. Michael Kelley 


Foxes In North Dakota 


The role of predators in game manage- 
ment is generally misunderstood by 
sportsmen. Many still will not accept the 
obvious fact that game management should 
be left to the professionals. They prefer 
to act according to their personal opinions, 
limited as they may be. Only gradually are 
they becoming educated. 

One of the best examples of the confu- 
sion which arises when regulations, laws, 
and practices are based on inadequate data 
and prejudice is now taking place inNorth 
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Dakota. The fox situation there is receiving 
nationwide attention. It is really a very 
mixed up affair. 

To begin with, red foxes are more abun- 
dant in North Dakota now than ever before. 
And the increase has come about despite 
a bounty system which paid out about 
$78,000 of the sportsmen’s money last 
year. 

Due to a fairly good snow-cover last 
winter, a record number of foxes was pre- 
sented for bounty. At the rate foxes are 
being killed and bountied by aerial hunters

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and organized fox drives this winter, 
another record may be set. 

Game management officials want to 
perpetuate fox hunting which is one of their 
most popular winter sports. It provides a 
lot of vigorous exercise and is a good off- 
season sport, Aerial hunting, still hunting, 
trailing with hounds, and chasing foxes 
with greyhounds are popular pastimes, 

But in the face of this, fox drives to 
exterminate the species and to collect 
bounty money attract far more sportsmen 
than all other types of hunting combined, 

The reason for such drives, advanced 
by sportsmen, is to “‘protect the pheasants 
and other game birds.” So along with the 
foxes, the sportsmen kill jack rabbits, 
Each drive, on the average, will attract 
about 110 hunters and will cover approxi- 
mately six square miles. And an average 
of about 40 jack rabbits and 13 foxes will 
be taken, 

Game management officials know that 
rabbits are good ‘‘buffers’’. That means 
that large predators, such as the fox, feed 
upon rabbits when readily available, and 
will then leave the game birds alone. When 
rabbits are removed at the same time, 
those foxes not bagged will soon turn to the 
very game birds the sportsmen are trying 
to protect. Such practices naturally defeat 
the purpose of the drive. 

In order to collect the bounty on foxes, 
some sportsmen resort to the use of pro- 
peller-driven snowsleds. And in chasing 
foxes in this manner, hunters cross the 
single-row shelterbelts in fields, breaking 
off young trees and making themselves 
liable to lawsuits. 

The sportsmen of North Dakota are now 
becoming divided on the subject. Some still 
want to exterminate the foxes and other 
large predators in any way they can, Others 
are taking a different viewpoint. Some 
ranchers and sportsmen already have 
started the ball rolling to get the fox off 
the bounty list. 

Just recently, a delegation of ranchers 
visited the North Dakota Game and Fish 

Department to find out how they could go 
about getting large predators completely 
protected, The ranchers claim that rodents 
are becoming too numerous in their part of 
the state where foxes and coyotes have been 
thinned out and are not abundant. 

Fox hunting is a fine sport and should be 
continued on a recreational basis as much 
as possible. But the fact thatfoxes are shot 
in an area is certainly no assurance that 
game birds will increase in that area in 
future years.

At the Sands Point show, the jumper is 
king. The main ring is given over entirely 
to the junior, green and regular jumpers. 
The courses are long and varied, but the 
time taken to set them up is balanced by 
the fact that jump-offs are unusually small 
in number. In many instances, a clean 
round meant victory, without further 
effort. 

The challenge trophy for jumper cham- 
pion which has been in competition since 
the show's inception in 1954, was being 
sought by two owners who had two legs 
each on it. Mr. and Mrs. Harry deLeyer’s 
Snowman had won it for the last two years; 
twice previous to that Duffy Stables’ 
Andante had been the winner. Although 
he won the bonus point stake, Snowman 
was still edged out by the Duffy Stables’ 
Navy Salute for the tricolor and trophy, 
nine points to eight. Harry deLeyer and 
Dave Kelley were the respective riders. 

There are a number of junior horses 
on Long Island who are possessed of an 
amazing amount of stamina. Some are 
asked to go in two or three divisions, 
(with a few additional equitation classes). 
Not only do they perform remarkably 
well but in many cases are among the 
top winners. Sucha horse is Helen Weisen- 
feld’s Cameo, which she occasionally rides 
in equitation. At Sands Point her young 
brother Ira entered Cameo in junior, 
green, and regular jumpers and placed in 
the ribbons consistently and even won the 
green championship ahead of David 
Kelley’s owner-ridden Please Note. 

Both the green and regular hunter 
champions caught the judge’s eye early 
and far out distanced their competitors. 
After the first couple of classes, it was 
evident that the only question was who 
could grab off the reserves. Ralph Peter- 
sen’s Gangster gained his second leg on 
th hunter championship trophy. Ridden by 
Althea Knickerbocker, he gained 25 points 
to 12 for Pamela Neumann’s owner-ridden 
Miss Candy. 

Charles Plumb’s owner-ridden Top 
Chic had an equally impressive victory 
as he garnered the green tricolor with 
exactly twice the number of points of the 
reserve horse, Nancy Anderson’s Bonnie 
Eloise, ridden by Ian Norris.

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Maryland-PHA Horse Trials 


Ottershaw 


The lovely Elkridge-Harford hunting 
country and specifically the Dean Bed- 
fords were hosts on the occasion of the 
4th annual Maryland-PHA Horse Trials, 
May 15th, to some twenty competitors. 
Local supporters point with justified pride 
to their stoutly-fenced country and their 
correspondingly able hunters - alas, only 
one “‘home-entry”’ materialized. 

The absence of a Preliminary Division 
as well as a number of good Open horses 
being saved for the Vicmead 3-Day Horse 
Trials, undoubtedly cut into the entries. 
For the spectator, the appearance in the 
dressage ring of Mr. Schlusemeyer’s top- 
flight timber horse Mainstay under Laddie 
Murray was of considerable interest. 
Mainstay exhibited tremendous natural 
talent in the required movements, even 
though very short in schooling, since he 
is still in training. For that reason he 
withdrew from the following tests. 

To all appearances the committee had 
built a ‘‘maximum” cross-country course. 
This was amply born out by the results. 
Run under the Rules of the U.S, Combined 
Training Association, it sported maximum 
distance, maximum number of obstacles 
and in many cases, maximum height. 
The Intermediate Division particularly 
faced a rugged test over the same course 
as the Open with the exception of a final 
1/3 mile leg and 4 extra fences. None 
of this, however, took away from a well- 
built course with variety and a number of 
obstacles which in their very solidity 
represented the ideal. 


Dressage 

With this setting, aided by near-per- 
fect weather, it was clearly a day for 
the experienced ones. Mr. Carl Asmis 
judged both divisions, the Open starting 
first. The scores varied appreciably with 
a high of 91 penalties and a low of 33, 
which was that of the Jr. Essex Troop 
horse, Kilkerry (Denis Glaccum), already 
winner of the Loudoun County Horse 
Trials’ Intermediate Division, Though 
periodically overbent, his precision was 
unmatched. The others were closely 
grouped in the following order: Miss B, 
Sexton’s Count Alexis, 52; Miss I, Win- 
throp’s Sir Andrew, 57; Mrs. H, S, 
Treviranus’ Archer, 59; Dr. J,M. Rogers’ 
Eye Spring, 62; and Miss J. Scattergood’s 
Buccaneer, 91, 


Cross Country 

Kilkerry displaying his usual honesty, 
put in a clear round and even chalked up 
some bonus points for time, although he 
is not a good galloping type of horse, to 
maintain his first place. The big Eye 
Spring, capable of considerable speed, 
utilized the fast course to the full, until 
Dr. Rogers rolled up a rather steep hill 
toward fence #24, an absolutely rigid post 
and rail fence, just over four feet measur- 


ed from take-off. Eye Spring here hooked 
the fence and turned over, injuring the 
doctor’s shoulder. Recovering immediate- 
ly he was back oncourse within 10 seconds 
to finish the course with 41.2 bonus points 
for time in spite of the fall! However, 
penalties for the fall prevented his captur- 
ing first position, Count Alexis meanwhile, 
was the first (though by no means the last) 
to experience grief at the #6, an 11’ 
wide water ditch with logs placed over 
the middle, rising to 3’ above the water 
level. His rider got him over onthe fourth 
trip, but the resultant penalties, and loss 
of time, forced him out of contention. Sir 
Andrew succumbed at the same fence, by 
which time the take-off area was so badly 
cut up, as to lose any similarity to its 
former character. Buccaneer however, 
joined Kilkerry in a clear round and, 
earning bonus points for time in spite of 
being quite spent, moved up to 2nd place, 
still 45 points behind the leader. Archer 
also had a grand trip, except for jumping 
#4, the oil drum at a fantastic angle and 
from a standstill, dumping his owner-rider 
for a fall. 

With the end result virtually decided, 
the Jr. Essex Troop’s Kilkerry, romped 
over the Stadium Jumping course with 
four fences down to win the OpenDivision, 
The stout-hearted Buccaneer, however, 
had spent his energy and determinedly 
turned down the third fence, refusing out, 
to be eliminated. There was not one clear 
round, the best with 3 knockdowns being 
recorded by Count Alexis. Clearly a course 
above the standard with three doubles, 
maximum height and technically too 
*“‘airy”’. 

Intermediate 

A much larger field competed in the 
Intermediate Division. The big, experienc- 
ed chestnut, Sahri under his owner-rider 
Mrs. G, Hayes from New Canaan, Con- 
necticut, starting in Horse Trials for the 
first time, scored a handsome lead in the 
dressage test with 33 penalty points. Tied 
for second place with 54 points was H, S, 
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Treviranus’ free-moving Pentathlon and 
F. Hughes’ consistently good campaigner, 
Hi-Li, ridden by Robin Hughes. F, Harting 
Jr.’s durable pony, Farnley Syrian (Trippe 
Harting) followed closely with a 56, 

Fifty per cent of this field were 
eliminated in the cross-country test, many 
of those relatively inexperienced horses 
being overfaced by a demanding course, 
virtually the same as for the Open! Under 
considerable urging, Mrs. Hayes’ Sahri 
completed it without any penalties, to re- 
main in the lead. This was equalled by 
Hi-Li (R. Hughes), though not as fast, 
Pentathlon (H. S, Treviranus) unfortunate- 
ly became ill on course and was with- 
drawn. The grey hunter Gibson (Mrs, 
Jan Sturrock) came in with only a few 
time penalty points and took third place 
from the pony, Farnley Syrian. This order 
did not change after the Jumping Test, 
although Hi-Li put in the only penalty- 
free round, Sahri winning the Intermediate 
with an 1l-point margin. The Elkridge- 
Harford Trials therefore set a high stand- 
ard in One-Day Trials, particularly the 
water-ditch (no. 6) which accounted for 
numerous refusals and six eliminations!

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Saskatoon 

This year’s annual Saskatoon spring 
show was combined with a rodeo, a la Ft. 
Worth, Houston, Denver, and the Calgary 
fall show. The five-day show was run off 
smoothly, thanks in part to the prejudging 
programme conducted Tuesday morning 
and afternoon in order to save time at the 
evening performances. P.V. Ranch’s 
talented and versatile performer, Pin- 
nacle, again showed a fondness for the 
Saskatoon show by repeating last year’s 
brilliant showing at this particular meet. 
The Edmonton horse again walked off with 
both the hunter and jumper championships, 
placing first in no less than eight events 
in these two classes, in addition to copping 
several of the lesser prizes. The P.V. 
Ranch also showed up well in the junior 
and pony classes. 

Outstanding non-equine performer at 
the show was youthful Nancy Kershaw, a 
member of the city’s Pony Club Drill 
Team, who combined with Gamey Gal and 
a number of other good horses and ponies 
to carzy off an armful of first prizes. One 
of the features of this year’s show were 
the precision drills put on by sixteen 
members of the Pony Club Drill under 
the direction of Miss Jean Ross. Music 
for the performances was suppiied by 
tape recorder and fitted into the program 
by Miss Eleanor Sharpe. The Club Drill 
was organized in 1959 by Misses Ross 
and Sharpe to promote club unity and 
sportsmanship among members, and has 
fulfilled its original purpose with remark- 
able success. Some of the youngsters 
have been riding hardly more than a year 
with a few of the older members having 
as many as five years of riding experience. 
In addition to the commendable showing of 
Nancy Kershaw, a number of other Drill 
members did remarkably well in the show 
events, among them Dale Sharpe, Margot 
McClocklin, Valerie Johnson, Janet Mc-

Smith College 
Judging Clinic 

Smith College students had the expert 
tutelage of Mr. Christopher Wadsworth, 
busiest hunter and jumper judge in the 
country, for a weekend in April. Mr. Wads- 
worth gave the girls a busy weekend, 
working on both judging and riding. 

Several times during the weekend, 
informal question and answer periods were 
held, Then during theday sessions several 
groups of riders alternated riding and 
judging. Those judging had to be able to 
defend convincingly their reasons for the 
placements of first horsemanship riders 
on the flat, then over fences; then a work- 
ing hunter class, and finally a hunter hack 
class. 

One very educational session was on 
the conformation one hopes to find in a 
model or 60%-40% hunter class; as well 
as unsoundnesses, ailments, and blem- 
ishes one finds in liorses they are judging 
or possibly thinking about buying. 

The students gained so much from Mr. 
Wadsworth’s astute and rapid analyses 
of both horse and rider. This clinic was 
a marvelous experience for those students 
hoping to take part in the junior judging 
program, as well as being most instruc- 
tional and interesting for the spectators, 
who became participants in this clinic, 
and the girls riding.

Junior Essex Troop 


Again this year the Junior Essex Troop 
Horse Show lived up to its well deserved 
reputation as the largest and finest all- 
junior show in the country. Entries were 
up over 1959, and as is usual with this 
show, there were more boys than girls 
competing. 171 of the 319 riders in the 
show were males! The Junior Military 
Division again drew teams from the New 
Canaan Mounted Troop, Eastern Military 
Academy, the Oakland Academy, and the 
Thomas School of Horsemanship Junior 
Cavalry, as well as from the Junior Essex 
Troop. The team spirit of this division 
always adds a great deal to the friendly 
spirit and comradeship of the show. 

Reflecting the growing interest indres- 
sage and combined training, increased 
emphasis was placed on this division. 
Dressage classes included the new AHSA 
Test A; Test 4, part of the USET Medal 
requirement; and the PHA Dressage Medal 
Test 5. Combined training events includ- 
ed the USET Medal Class, the Prix 
Caprilli, and the Netherlands three phase 
test which was reorganized to conform to 
the intermediate level of a one day horse 
trial as laid down in the new rule book 
of the U. S, Combined Training Associa- 
tion, 

The jumper courses designed by Cap- 
tain Max Palmer, whose Stake Class 
course of the 1959 show placed second in 
the AHSA course design competition, were 
outstanding as usual, and the jump equip- 
ment of the Junior Essex Troop designed 
and constructed by Victor Conrad of 
Morristown, New Jersey, is as fine as 
that to be found at any show inthe country. 
The number of jump-offs required raises 
the question of whether or not the new 
Junior Exhibitor rules limitations are too 
easy for our well-mounted, well-riding 
juniors. 

The hunter classes are run over parts 
of the Junior Essex Troop cross country 
course which presents a far more realistic 
test of a working hunter than do so many 
hunt courses at our shows. Horses had to 
cross a brook, gallop up and down hill 
over varied uneven terrain, and were 
presented with a variety of obstacles 


similar to what one might acutally find 
in the field. 

The Pony Division included the new 
International Pony Class with classes for 
both small and large ponies. This was one 
of the first shows this season to offer 
this new class, and the interest was high. 
If more shows will include this class, the 
task of selecting an American team to 
compete in the future against British 
ponies will be considerably improved. 

The number of entries in the hunting 
seat equitation classes reminded one of 
the Garden, and the quality of the per- 
formances made ‘he judge’s task a difficult 
one. Such classes not only make it clear 
that there is a steadily growing interest 
in horsemanship among our juniors but 
that the standard of riding is constantly 
improving.

In Indiana the Culver Military Academy 
team enjoyed another successful season 
with a marked increase in the number of

Horseshoeing 
While You Work 


Budd Dugan 

Many a movie star has come to the 
Seattle-Tacoma area with less fan-fare 
than that which greeted the opening of the 
Oak Grove Horseshoeing Shop in suburban 
Spanaway, Washington, And fan-fare there 
should be, for this was the first horse- 
shoeing forge to open its doors in the 
state in the past 50 years. 

Gordon Wood and Al Reizner last fall 
got together over a cup of coffee and began 
talking over the miles each piled up during 
the year visiting various barns. Al’s DKW 
and Gordie’s Chevvy were on the highway 
when the drivers could better be shoeing 
horses. 

“How many of your customers have 
trailers,” asked Al? 

“Most of them,”’ replied Gordie. 

“Okay,” reasoned Al, “‘let’s get them 
to bring their horses to us instead of us 
going to them.”’ And with that Al took off 
on an extended tour of South America 
leaving Gordie to build the Oak Grove 
Horseshoeing Shop. 

Al returned with a tan and a few Spanish 
phrases to be met atthe airport by Gordie. 
Tucked on a piece of land near the Fort 
Lewis Military Reservation is the brand- 
new building. And what a horse shoeing 
parlor it is! 

Unlike its ancestors of a half century 
ago, this establishment is modern, Elec- 
tricity runs the forges and a neat line of 
stalls furnish ‘‘outer office” waiting com- 
fort for the four-footed customers, Even 
the restroom facilities are modern and 
done in pastels. 

“‘Here’s the way it works,’’ Gordie 
Wood explained to Lou Roen of Television 
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Station KIRO as Lou interviewed the 31l- 
year-old horseshoer. ‘‘People bring their 
horses by in the morning as they are driv- 
ing to work. The horses are placed ina 
stall and during the day we'll shoe them. At 
night they again drop by and pick up their 
animals. Yep, we've plenty of room for 
parking trailers’’, 

CBS Television news picked up the item 
from a story appearing in the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer newspaper and filmed the 
shop and all of its operations, Gordie - 
who felt a little local publicity might do 
the shop some good - and Al were pub- 
licised nationally. 

The major reason for the shop is that 
horseshoeing business is too good in the 
Seattle-Tacoma area. Everyone, it seems, 
is buying horses and there justdidn’t seem 
to be enough horseshoers to go around. 
Traveling around in a truck, the horse- 
shoer can handle at the most six horses a 
day. In the shop, 15 is not too many. 

Of course there are still the house 
calls. There are those who just can’t take 
the time out of a busy work day to haul 
the horse to the shop. These customers 
still get service. House calls are more 
expensive, though,

CATTLE KINGDOM IN THE OHIO 
VALLEY (1783-1860). BY PAUL C, HEN- 
LEIN, LEXINGTON, KY., UNIVERSITY 
OF KENTUCKY PRESS, 1959, PP. 198, 
$6.50. 

This book is of interest to readers of 
The Chronicle because of its description 
of the cattle drovers, their horses and 
the routes which they followed driving 
cattle from Ohio to the Eastern seaport 
towns where they were either butchered 
or sent to Europe by sailing ship. As 
early as 1793 there had been a drive from 
Kentucky to the Winchester area of the

Shenandoah Valley, near where The Chron- 
icle is now printed. During the 1820's 
cattle belonging to the Wadsworth family, 
founders of the Genesee Valley Hunt, 
became familiar sights at the Bull’s 
Head Market in New York City, a horse 
and cattle market whose customers helped 
found the Miller and Kauffman saddlery 
businesses so well known to our readers. 

There were four types of drover: - 
the cattleman who was his owndrover; the 
hired man who did the driving, these being 
employed by the Wadsworth family; the 
agent who drove and kept informed on 
market conditions, usually representing 
the butchers in the big eastern cities; 
and the freelance professional drover. The 
author calls-the latter “‘one of the most 
picturesque figures of American history. 
The consumer resented him as the middle- 
man who kept the price of beefsteak high.

The farmers sometimes saw him as a 
cheat. But some recognized his value: 
‘We should be arrant blockheads to leave 
our crops ungathered, our fields unculti- 
vated, our homes and our farms neglected, 
for the sake of ministering to the cupidity 
of those (the butchers) who are laboring 
to reduce the price of our stock,’ 

‘‘The professional drever, a figure 
known from Boston to the Indian country, 
mounted on his horse, with saddlebags and 
snake whip, would ride into a community 
and spend two months during the winter 
buying up cattle for the spring drive. 
Usually he earned a reputation for honesty 
in his dealings with the farmer. One such 
was the likable Benjamin Franklin (Frank) 
Harris, who drove cattle for eight years 
(1834-1842), mostly from Illinois, before 
ever raising any himself or even owning 
a farm. 

An unscrupulous drover, however, 
might try to cheat the farmer by taking 
his cattle on credit. After he had acquired 
an evil reputation in one neighborhood, 
he would shift his operations into another. 
A really shifty drover would do a lot of 
haggling with the farmer about the price 
of the steer, so that the farmer would be 
deluded into figuring. ‘A fellow whodrives 
such a sharp bargain must surely be as 
good as his word.’ In 1842 some such 
unscrupulous professional drovers were 
going around Ohio buying cattle with the 
worthless paper of bankrupt eastern 
banks.”’ A.M-S.

Interview With 
Richard Watijen 


Richard Watjen, one of the greatest 
German dressage riders and trainers, 
has been at Mrs. Allen McIntosh’s Sunny- 
field Farm at Bedford Village, N.Y., for 
the last 2 1/2 years. He spent his winter 
vacation in his homeland and there gave 
an interview to Franz Rudolf Bissinger, 
editor of the German magazine ‘‘Reiter 
Revue International’’ which is printed in 
the February issue of this magazine and 
from which the following excerpts are 
taken: 

*‘Question: With Rome in mind, we 
here in Germany are especially interested 
to hear about the horses which you have 
at your disposal and which may be ready 
for the Grand Prix de Dressage at the 
Olympic Games? 

Answer: For the Grand Prix I have at 
our disposal the following horses: Scipio 
(a Thoroughbred), Heraldik (a Trakehner 
mare), which has been withus onlya short 
while and Maltheser (bred at Vornholz, 
German) ... . These horses are being 
ridden by Miss Karen Mcintosh under my 
supervision and training. 

Question: You have also Syphon, an 
East Prussian horse,..... For what 
purpose will he be used? 

Answer: Yes, Syphon is with us.He is in 
training as a 3-day horse, is hard, fast and 
jumps well. We have still another 3-day 
horse with us. Do you know Airs and 
Graces. 

Questions: Naturally, I know this horse. 
It used to belong to Mrs. Sheilla Wilcox 
Waddington and won the 3 day event at Bad- 
minton in 1958 and since we are talking 
about 3-day events and the training of the 
team in the US it would be interesting to 
hear what is going on in that field in the 
United S ates? 

Answer: The Americans have some 
very good 3-day riders and horses. In the 
first place must be mentioned Michael 
Page who - as I recollect it - was in 1957 
for some months at the West Phalia Riding 
School of Major Paul Stecken and took part 
in some combined training events there. 
Later on he was for over a year at Saumur. 
Last year he was the individual gold medal 
winner at the Pan American Games in 
Chicago. Further should be mentioned: 
Walter J. Staley who was US 3-day rider 
at the Olympic Games in Helsinki 1952 
and Stockholm 1956. Another rider is 
Michael Plumb, (second at the Pan-Ameri- 


can Games). These riders are training 
now at the Rancho San Fernando Rey of 
Mr. John T. Galvin, which is near Santa 
Barbara in California. 

Question: What is the situation with the 
training for the Grand Prix deDressage at 
Rome? 

Answer: It is regrettable that only 2 
riders from each nation will be permitted 
to ride in the Grand Prix at Rome. There 
will surely be a lot of discussion in Rome 
about this. The US Federation has decided 
the following: The two best placed riders 
for the US in the Pan American Games, 
Miss Patricia Galvin (Gold Medal winner) 
and Miss Jessica Newberry (Sth), are per- 
mitted to train in Europe. Miss Galvin 
works now with Major St, Cyr at Maisons 
Lafitte in France and Miss Newberry is 
with Mrs. Lis Hartel (trainer is Mr. Aner- 
sen) in Copenhagen. On May 29th will be 
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held additional trials in the US at the show 
in Devon, Pa. All riders who have 
ambitions for Rome may participate, The 
two best placed riders will then go to 
Europe and compete there against Miss 
Galvin and Miss Newberry in a final 
elimination for Rome, It is not certain as 
yet whether this will be in June at Wies- 
baden and whether there will be a Grand 
Prix at which the German candidates can 
also participate. 

Question: Will your pupil, Miss Mc- 
Intosh participate in these eliminations? 

Answer: This will only be decided when 
I am back in the US. In any case, I plan to 
go to Wiesbaden and Aachen with Miss Mc- 
Intosh and two or three horses. I assume 
that Miss McIntosh’ parents will also be 
with us. ! understand that Miss Galvinand 
Major St. Cyr will ride in Hannover, Berlin 
and Dortmund.” 





“OLYMPIC HORSE” 
Film Story of Nautical 


A television “must”? for every horseman this coming season is sure to be the 


story of Nautical, 


the popular palomino of the United States Equestrian Team. 


Horseman-film producer Larry Lansburgh conceived the idea of doing an hour 
television story on the USET, and the life story of an Olympic horse in particular 
and, with the official sanction of the USET executive committee, sold it to Walt 


Disney for presentation next season. 


Producer-director Lansburgh accompanied the USET to the major shows on the 


European continent last summer, filming the most exciting highlights of these events. 
The trip culminated in London at the White City International show where he and his 
crew were able to film Nautical’s great go, resulting in the winning of the prized 
King George V Cup. 

Important sequences were recently filmed at the USET training quarters in Green- 
wich, Connecticut; at New York’s Idlewild Airport as the team and horses flew to 
Europe to start their final Olympic training; and in Virginia, where scenes showing 
a hunt were staged for the picture by members of the Blue Ridge Hunt at ‘‘Carter 
Hall’’, near Millwood. 

The film deals with Nautical’s life from the time he was born on a New Mexico 
cattle ranch, and climaxes at the Olympic Games in Rome, where Lansburgh will fly 
in August to complete filming on the picture with background color on the equestrian 
angle of the Games.

U.S.E.T. High Point 
Dressage In The 


Northwest 


A.H.S.A. Zone 9 held its first Dres- 
sage show offering competition for the 
U.S.E.T. High Score Award at The Wood- 
brook Hunt Club, Tacoma, in conjunction 
with their Annual Horse Show on Sunday 
May 15th 1960. Organiser of the event was 
Captain Erland Nelson of Windover Com- 
bined Training Center. The presiding 
judge was Mr. Frederik Duesenberg of 
Germany, now residing on Vancouver 
Island, British Columbia. He was assist- 
ed by Mrs. W. W. Turner of Edmonds, 
Washington, and Mrs. Stanton B, Coffin of 
Bellevue, Washington. Judges’ secretaries 
for the day were selected from the group 
who have attended the Dressage Judges 
Forum at Windover during the past winter. 

The number of adult competitors in 
dressage events is till disappointing, and 
it would seem that many riders still feel 
that dressage is something weird and 
wonderful, instead of the simple basic 
training that every horse can and should 
undergo. However the junior riders in 
Washington are now turning to Dressage 
in earnest and it was pleasing to see 
young riders from various parts of the 
state competing in the tests. On the whole 
the standard was very satisfactory, and 
the calibre of the riding promising. Still 
there is atendency, common to all novices, 
to rush through the tests which does not 
make a good impression. 

Of course in the Northwest, where 
dressage is a comparatively new innova- 
tion, there is still doubt in the minds of 
the uninformed. The comment has been 
made that ‘‘. ... dressage is no good; it 
spoils a good jumper.”’ The reasoning 
behind such a remark is indeed hard to 
comprehend when it is a known fact that 
the Three Day Event horse (surely the 
most verstile horse today) has to perform 
a moderate dressage test before negotiat- 
ing obstacles on the second day that would 
make many an open jumper cringe. It 
was therefore a great victory at the 
Woodbrook Show for the winner of both 
Tests A & B when her horse left Tacoma 
(where over 130 horses competed) not 
only carrying home two blues from the 
Dressage but also the rosette awarded to 
the Reserve Champion Jumper of the show.

IRISH COMBINED TRAINING 

The Irish Olympic Horse Society has 
inaugurated a new policy aimed at main- 
taining an all-the-year-round training 
scheme for horses and riders to “‘bring 
them up to international standards”’ inthe 
three-day cross country events. 

It also intends to send an Irish team 
to the main European trials each year, 
as well as to all Olympic Games.

The Irish Olympic Horse Society has 
set up a most energetic finance organisa- 
tion, headed by the Earl of Harrington, 
to raise funds for the holding of inter- 
national trials in Ireland.

A nerve-wracking delay of several 
hours was the prelude to the departure of 
the U. S. Equestrian Team’s Prix des 
Nations Team departure from Idlewild 
Airport in New York on May 2. The 
Olympic-bound jumping squad, en route to 
Munich, Germany, was held up at the 
vast air field for almost 12 hours before 
they finally managed to emplane with their 
12 horses and stable crew.

Morris, stable manager Bob Freels and 
grooms Jack Kettering, Luis Ritondale, 
Frankie Leach, Michael Ames and Todd 
Gore.

First stop for the Team was the Reita- 
kademie-Riem at Munich where they will 
train until their departure for their first 
competitive appearance of the 1960 season 
at Wiesbaden.

The competition at the German 
resort town takes place June 3-6, 

Other shows on the pre-Olympic Games 
schedule include those at Lucerne, Swit- 
zerland (June 11-19), Aachen (July 1-10), 
London (July 18-23), Ostende (July 28- 
Aug. 2). Following the Ostende show the 
Team plans to return to Munich to wind up 
training before their Olympic appearances 
at Rome, Sept. 7 and 11. 

The Games over, the next stop for de 
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Nemethy and his squad will be the World 
Championships at Venice, Sept. 17-25. The 
return to this country by air is tentatively 
set for Sept. 29.

proper horsemanship. 

l. I show a movie of an equitation 
rider standing still, in the proper position. 
I also suggest looking in the American 
Horse Shows Association Rule Book, to 
study an illustration of a rider sitting on 
a horse correctly. I then go into detail, 
covering the position of all parts of the 
rider’s anatomy. 

2. Looking and Seeing. When driving a 
car, drivers look ahead but still see 
everything within their field of vision. 
This principle applies to riding. The rider 
looks ahead, but will still see his horse, 
holes in the ground, jumps and other 
horses. He must not look down at his 
horse. 

3. Educated Grip. A normal man hasan 
uneducated punch, A boxer has an educated 
punch. To develop an educated grip ona 
horse, a rider stands up in his stirrups, 
with the ball of the foot in the stirrups, 
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the weight of the body in the heel. He 
should feel where his leg contact is on the 
horse. If it’s a slab-sided or narrow 
horse, the contact should be just below 
the knees, Ifit’s awell-ribbed horse, the 
contact is further down the calf. The knees 
should be resting, without any pressure, 
against the saddle, If there is any daylight 
showing between the knee and the saddle, 
it is corrected by turning the toes in 
just enough to eliminate this. 

4, Never kick a horse to move him 
forward, Simply add pressure with your 
leg contact. 

5. To decrease pace and to turn a 
horse, you may either use your hands, 
your wrists or your arms, All three are 
correct. I prefer hands, because they 
help teach riders to put a horse on the bit. 
The hands should function this way: you 
take a feel of your horse’s mouth and 
close your’ hands, imagining you are 
squeezing a limon, You squeeze - not all 
the juice out of the lemon, but just enough 
to put the right amount of pressure on 
your horse’s mouth, which will shift the 
weight from his forehand to his hindquart- 
ers. This pressure is used either for slow- 
ing the horse down if he is in motion, 
or for backing him if he is standing still. 
Give your signal, hold it, then wait for 
your horse to obey it. 

What I have explained is what I call 
basic horsemanship. I would welcome 
comments from readers.

U.S. Jumping 
Team Riders 


Dear Sir: 

I would like to describe the aids and 
controls of our four United States Jump- 
ing Team riders, 

1. George Morris. George rides with 
the tip of his toe in the stirrups, which, 
with his heel lowered, gives him a tighter 
grip and a better shock absorber when 
his horse lands on the other side of the 
obstacle, Riding into a jump, George does 
one of two things: he releases his horse, 
and if the horse has enough impulsion, 
lets him jump, but if not, he closes his legs, 
forcing the horse up into the bit and over 
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the jump. In his other method he has his 
horse between his hands and legs and 
releases for the jump. 

2 and 3. Hugh Wiley and Frank Chapot 
use practically the same system. Both, 
coming into a jump, keep a feel of their 
horse, sink down in the saddle, using 
base and leg to force the horse to jump. 
The main difference between them is that 
Frank Chapot usually drives harder and 
stronger than Hugh Wiley. 

4, Bill Steinkraus uses the combina- 
tions of the other three riders plus a 
sequence of his own, He keeps the tip of 
his toe in the stirrup and his heel well 
down to give him more security and 
shock absorption, and when riding to the 
jump he will, at times, release the horse 
entirely, and if his pace is right, let him 
jump. Or he will keep his feel of the 
horse’s mouth and close his legs, thus 
driving him into the bit. At a spread jump 
he will use his base and legs,

Steeplechasing At Belmont 


John E. Cooper 


New course records, big fields and a 
newcomer to ‘chasing made news during 
the first three days of the Belmont meet- 
ing. On the second day, 14 went postward 
in the first leg of the National Maiden 
Hurdle. Despite the size of the field, and 
the relative inexperience of the horses, 
it was a truly run race, although a claim 
of foul held up the official results briefly. 

Pocotaglio, one half of the G, H, Bost- 
wick entry, was away fastest and cut outa 
fast pace for the first half dozen fences. 
Square Circle and General Tony ran 
closest to him for a while with Tuscarora, 
the other Bostwick entrant, in close con- 
tention. Running by the stands, Hermod 
ranged up with the others, with the re- 
mainder of the field still fairly well 
bunched. Rounding into the head of the 
backstretch, Pocotaglio started to give 
way and, as he did, Tuscarora emerged 
as the leader, with Hermod right along- 
side. Royal Bender the second choice, got 
up to be third at this juncture, but in the 
run down the far side, gradually dropped 
out of it. Midway down the two Bostwick 
horses again set the pace, but Hermod, 
with Evan Jackson in the saddle, still 
maintained his position a scant half a 
length off the leaders. Going to the far 
turn Tuscarora, with the English rider 
Ronald Cartwright, drew off slightly and 
then widened his lead to clear daylight 
around the turn, hugging the rail, while 
Jackson had to be content with second 
position, Pocotaglio started dropping back, 
and as the pacemaker entered the front 
side, the favorite, W. C. MacMillen, Jr’s 
Prince Willy, after appearing a little 
sticky at his fences, made a belated bid 
on the flat, and drew out from the others 
to be third. However, Tuscarora and 
Hermod were five or six lengths in front, 
and showed no signs of coming back. 
Going to the last hurdle, Jackson made a 
well timed bid with Hermod on the inside 
and closed the gap. Tuscarora landed over 
the last fence a little off balance, and a 
stride or two later, the issue was joined 
between these two. Whether because of 
landing off balance, or lack of familiarity 
with the course, Cartwright on Tuscarora 
set a course that would have carried 
Hermod up the old Widener Chute. Taking 
out just in time, both horses veered to the 
right and came out in the stretch. Hermod 
proved the stronger of the two, and 
gradually wore down Tuscarora, but just 
in front of the cdds board the two horses 
collided. The latter got the worst of this, 
and Hermod went on to score by three 
quarters of a length. A half dozen lengths 
behind Tuscarora, Prince Willy was third, 
with Sea Storm fourth. 

In the unsaddling enclosure, Cartwright 
lodged a claim of foul against Jackson 
for the bumping which occurred in the 
stretch. A short review of the films 





showed quite clearly that, while both 
horses contributed to it, the Bostwick 
horse was the offender and the claim 
was disallowed. In any event, Hermod 
appeared best as the race was run, 
particularly considering the interference 
he ran into crossing the chute. He re- 
ceived a good ride from Evan Jackson, 
The time of 3:21 1/5 established a new 
record for the mile and seven eighths, 
the previous mark of 3:22 being set by 
Best Gift in 1957, 

Hermod is a four-year-old son of 
*Royal Charger out of the Count Fleet 
mare, Sequence, and is trained by Michael 
G. Walsh. He is owned by Samuel Katz 
of Jamaica, N. Y. Last year as a three- 
year-old, Hermod had a pretty good record 
on the flat, winning for $10,000, and later 
an allowance race, and running in the 
money on a number of occasions, The 
race grossed $12,100, the winner’s share 
being $7,865. It was an interesting con- 
test all the way, and was well supported 
by the public to the tune of almost $194, 
000 going through the machines. 


The Darjeeling 

On opening day, nine brush horses 
went postward in The Darjeeling, a two 
and an eighth mile prep for the Belmont 
Spring Steeplechase to be run on June 8th. 
It resulted in Sanford Stud Farm’s Amateur 
streaking to a new record of 3:56 3/5, 
bettering Ancestor’s 1957 mark by a full 
second. In a sense, the time and the pace 
was the story of the race, for most of 
the field had had limited experience over 
brush, and only five of the field survived 
the fast pace. Harry Love’s Peal, a big, 
strong looking son of *Hunter’s Moon 
4th was first over the initial fence with 
Tommy Walsh in the irons. Except for a 
steeplechase at Middleburg recently, Peal 
had had no racing experience whatever, 
and for that reason his effort in The 
Darjeeling was a remarkably good one. 
Setting a fast pace, and jumping boldly 
he showed the way for more than a lap of 
the course. Forcing the pace Sir Trouble 
kept about a length away, and also jump- 
ed well until the sixth fence. Brushing 
through this and the next, he came down 
over the eighth, leaving Cartagena and 
Amateur closest to the leader. Earlier, 
Shining Bright, a stablemate of Peal, came 
down at the fifth and Hustle at the seventh. 
Going to the tenthjump Peal, showed signs 
of tiring and gave way slightly to Carta- 
gena. The latter forged into a narrow lead, 
but at the next he pecked and lost his 
rider. 

At this point the field had been reduced 
to five, with Peal and Amateur on almost 
even terms at the eleventh, followed by 
Indian Truce, Black Andy and *Bugle Call 
2nd in that order, but well spread out. 
Around the final turn, Amateur readily 
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responded to Joe Aitcheson and widened 
on the tiring Peal. Paddy Smithwick on 
Black Andy made his move at this point 
and went by Indian Truce and Peal, but 
was unable to close on Amateur. The 
latter crossed under the wire seven on 
top, with Black Andy another five to the 
good of Peal. Indian Truce was a well 
beaten fourth, with *Bugle Call 2nd, fifth 
and last after showing little inclination to 
run at any part of the race. 

Amateur, is by *Rico Monte out of 
Juvenile. In 1958, as a three-year-old, he 
won over hurdles, and gave promise of 
developing into a top jumper, although 
overshadowed somewhat by his stable- 
mate, Dartmoor. At the time, his trainer, 
Hollie Hughes, a shrewd and able judge 
of horses, would not pass on the relative 
merits of the two. In mid season both 
horses went postward in The Promise 
Stakes at Saratoga, but Amateur hurt 
himself in a fall. Last year he was sent 
over brush on a number of occasions in 
stakes company, and might have been a 
winner with better fencing ability. His 
effort in the Darjeeling was a top one, 
and augurs well for the Sanford stable 
which also has Sun Dog, winner of the 
1959 Grand National.
